Criminal Court. Chicago, 111.—OP)— 


Leo Brothers went on trial for the 
Alfred Lingle murder today amid ex- 
citement such as the new criminal 
court building had never seen before. 


Although no evidence is expected 


for at least a week, a large crowd 
jammed the corridors leading to 
Judge Joseph Sabbath's courtroom 
long before tho scheduled opening. 
Extra bailiffs were needed to keep or- 
der. Newspapermen and veniremen 
entered through a side door. There 
was little room for the curious who 
had come merely to see the start of 
the celebrated case, but the overflow 
kept doggedly at the doors. 


The trial held unusual interest for 


Chicago. Not only was the assasslna- 
Uon of Alfred Lingle, Tribune crime 
reporter, one of the most spectacular 
of gang killings, but it also was the 
first big gang shooting actually to re- 
sult in a murder trial. Added to this 
was the fact that the Linglo slaying, 
last June 9, resulted in the greatest 
drive against crime In recent Chi- 
cago history.

the general and widespread lull in 
business activity during tho latter 
half o' last year, there were no uj»- 
turbing changes In retail credit con- 
ditions. Open credit and Installment 
accounts of department stores and 
related lines during that period were 
paid in an orderly manner. New 
ones, moreover, in the same propor- 
tion to cash sales as formerly, were 
assumed. 


All changea which it has been 


possible to note with regard to cred- 
it, seem to be generally in line with 
past trends.' The American people 
are paying their bills satisfactorily 
and moreover, indications are that 
this same trend is characterizing the 
early months of 1931. 


These Interesting conclusions as 
to retail trade arc the result ot a 
survey just completed by the depart- 
ment of commerce, based on reports 
received from nearly 400 retail estab- 
lishments In 24 large cities through- 
out the country. 
' 


The lines of trade covered in the 


survey are representative of retail 
trade In general and among the larg- 
est users of,credit. They are depart- 
ment, Jewelry, 
furniture, men's 


clothlnr, shoes, women's specialties 
and electrical appliance stores. 


Sales Decrease 


Sales for the lattei- half of 1930 


were some 11 per cent below the 
corresponding period of 1929. Part of 
this decline; however,,may be ac- 
counted for "by lower prices. It is es- 
timated that retail prices fell ap- 
proximately 9 to 12 per cent from 
December, 1929, to December, 1930. 
This means that, taking retail sales 
as a whole, approximately the same 
quantity of goods was sold in 1930 
as in 1929, although the dollar sales 
were 10.9 per cent less. Jewelry 
stores showed the greatest decline, 
while furniture store sales were the 
nearest to 1929 levels. Washington 
D. C., had the smallest decrease in 
sales. 


Bad debt losses on open credit -ac- 


counts as a Whole were six-tenths of 
one.per cent in 1930 as compared 
with five-tenths of one per cent in 
1929. 
The number of fraudulent 


checks'received was slightly larger. 
Losses on Installment accounts were 
just below three per cent In the per- 
iod of 1930 as compared with 2| per 
cent in 1929, with collections 3 to 5 
days later. 
Electrical appliance 


stores .had the highest percentage of 
returns, while shoe stores had the 
highest on open; credit sales. Collec- 
tion percentages on open credit, for 
all stores considered from July 'to 
December 1930 averaged Just under 
40 per-cent, while for the same per- 
iod during 1929 the percentages a\-cr- 
aeed 42J per cent.

EIITSTEIN, THE INDIAN CHIEF 


Professor Einstein has departed 


from this country 'after receiving 
greater honors than one • usually .re- 
ceives in his own bailiwick.- it/is gen- 
erally thus. Charles Chaplin could me- 
ander down, the streets of his home 
•town without much comment/ but in: 
London he creates; riots.. But Prbfes- 
sof Einstein came to us with -a de- 
served reputation. for deep "and con-, 
structive thinking. To the ordinaiy 
layman- his thoughts 'made tracks into 
a wilderness where it is difficult to 
follow. Yet he is recognized as a lead- 
er by those scientific woodsmen of 
this country who follow these same 
trails into the wilderness of mathemat- 
ical theories and new conceptions of 
the universe. 


Not the least of the honors bestowed 


upon him was that of being made a 
chief of the Hopi Indian tribe in a cer- 
emony at the Grand Canyon of the Col- 
orado river in Arizona. It is not 
thought that his theory of relativity 
-was a direct cause of inducing them 
to bestow upon him this great honor. 
They may have vague dreams as to 
;where one might go in the blue dome 
above should he depart from this earth, 
but it is doubtful if they think much 
about this space being curved or 
straight or inclosed in a box. 


At any rate the Indian council has 


picturesque and appropriate names to 
presidents, or authors, or lariat-throw- 
ing humorists who receive the honors 
of tribal .membership. It did not fail 
this time, and oil being iafarjucd as to. 
the intricate: mysteries' of the theory 
of relativity,.they immediately assigned 
.to the new chief the" name of Great 
Relative. 


Professor Einstein-accepted the hon- 


or from the Hopi Indians with the 
spirit in which it was given. Later 
he said, "Science has not made happi- 
ness. Just consider the quite unciv- 
ilized! Indian, whether his experience is 
less rich and happy than that of the 
average, man, I hardly think so. There 
lies a deep meaning in the fact that 
the children of all civilized countries 
are so fond-of-playing Indian." 


Knowledge is relative. To the Hopi 


Indians Einstein's mysterious -theo- 
ries of relativity translated themselves 
into the thought of a Great Relative. 
They were satisfied and happy that it 
be so. To Professor Einstein the' 
Hopis might offer the more earthly 
mysteries of certain phases of the fam- 
ous snake dances never yet satisfac- 
torily explained by white men. It's 
each man in his own sphere and the 
lord of his own hunting lodge.

The United States should have no 


real fear of Soviet communistic prop- 
aganda in this country. It .is diffi- 
cult to conceive of any substantial 
support to their social .'program when 
conditions of labor and standards of 
living are compared. It is certain that 
their mode of life must demonstrate, 
its merits to a marked degree before 
the people of this country willgive it 
much consideration. 


Whether their form of government 


be monarchy, republic, or a commune 
should not be the basis of recognition. 
Rather should it involve the questions 
of honorable intentions, the meeting of 
obligations, and the conduct of its in- 
ternal and external relations, not as an 
outlaw nation, but as a respected and 
honored member of the international 
family.

thick, curly hair, you 
will need a 


brush with long, staunch, bristles, 
perhaps one of the English whale- 
bone brushes. If you have .thin, fine 
hair anO!- a delicate scalp, you .still 
need a brush with bristles 
sturdy 


enough to pick up the hair and mas- 
sage the scalp but certainly not a 
whalebone one. If you are in doubt, 
the head of any brush;department 
or your hairdresser can advise you. 


If Vou possibly can afford it, get 


two. Just as it Is a saving to buy 
two pairs of shoes and alternate, so 
you actually save on brushes in the 
long run.

The govern- 
ment expects to get $1,252,000 from 
beer this year, but after 1931 -all the 
beer tax will go to the departments. 


And in Bogota, capital of an oil- 


producing nation, motorists are pay- 
ing 60 cents a gallon for gas. Seven 
cents of that-price-is the new gov- 
ernment tax, while one cent more 
goes to the municipality. 
The gas 


tax in 1931 is expected to net 
51,126,000 to the federal treasury.

In an interview here, the automo- 


bile manufacturer expressed at length 
his opinions on both education and 
diet, but on the latter subject he ad- 
mitted his own menu might be dis- 
agreeable medicine to other folk. In 
education, however, he was very pos- 
itive in urging the establishment of 
vocational schools which paid their 
pupils as a remedy for what he de- 
scribed and decried as wasted effort 
by school children. 


Mr. Ford would combine practical 


and technical instruction with the 
teaching of theory. Young people, In 
all cases, should learn to read and 
write and gain a solid foundation 
along these lines, he snid. 


But from the eighth grade, he said 


practice and tcchnic should hold 
equally with theory. 


"Young people ought to be -paid to 


SO to school," ho said. "They ought 
to learn to handle finances as well as 
to do other work." 


Mr. Ford practices what ho preach- 


es. At the schools at Dearborn, 
where his plant is located, young- 
sters arc paid enough to live on for 
tho work they do in school from the 
time they arc 12 years old. 
The 


boys divide their time between tho 
classroom ana the technical work. 


"Our school Is self-supporting," he 


said, "we turn In tho work- of 2,900 
boys to our factories, and pay them 
for It. We have been doing It 16 
years." 


The burden of the technical educa- 


tion should fall on the shoulders.of 
industry. Mr. Ford stated. 


"Let the public schools teach chil- 


dren to read and write," he said. 
"Then.industry should take them up 
Industry should regard such action 
as a pleasure, for it is a great pnv- 


He elaborated on paying pupils for 


their work. 


"A boy should be paid to 
learn 


anything. He must realize that what 
he makes will be sold. The action ap- 
peals to his pride and ambition, and 
stirs him to further endeavor." 


As far as girls are concerned, Mr. 


Ford offered the same recommenda- 
tion. 
, 


"Do you believe girls should be ed- 


ucated basically in the domestic sci- 
ences, in 
home-making and 
cook- 


Ing?" he was asked. 


•That Is hard to answer." he re- 


sponded. But If education can find a 
way to eliminate tho drudgery of 
housework, you've gone a long way." 


Turning to the objective of educa- 


tion, he said that "everything leads 
up to happiness, and the only thing 
that will bring it, simple as it Is, is 
the realization of accomplishment." 


While Mr. Ford lends a quiet, 


methodical life, he does not 
pre- 


scribe it generally. 


"Paco of life Is the choice of the 


individual," he said, "and 
no two 


people are alike." 


He had little to say regarding di- 


etetics, except that his 
laboratories 


are continuing experiments to reap 
the greatest benefit from the world's 
surplus food production. He pointed 
to a long shelf of books on dietetics 
on the wall of his office. 


"It Is the new field of endeavor," 


he said. "But little can be said about 
It until we know more of the subject. 
A diet that might prove a panacea to 
one person would prove harmful to 
another." 


Mr. Ford for years has eaten fruit

They 
are as sharply defined as the red 
and white stripes.

which bolls at one six-tenths of 
degree cooler. 


At 171 degrees the world's record 


big knock -was discovered, a "frac- 
tion" knocking so hard it blew the 
steel pistons of its test engine into 
elliptical form. Samples only 8 de- 
grees lower were almost normal. 


Pennsylvania straight run gaso-

to which the senate's attitude In 
blocking treaties has nlfected the 
foreign relations of the 
United 


•States Is revealed in the latest plan 
.to amplify the London naval agree- 
ment without submitting It for ratifi- 
cation to the American congress. 


. • There are of course other reasons 


why th« United States does not wish 
to become Involved In naval limita- 
tion as between Franco and Italy 
but these are regarded here as sec- 
ondary to the main consideration, 
which is that the /new five-power 
agreement would be delayed indefin- 
itely in its coming into force if ratifi- 
cation by the senate were required. 


To all intents and purposes the 


United States will be a party to the 
fivepower arrangement. In fact, the 
British government has invited a 
committee of the five powers, includ- 
ing the United States, to draft the 
pact. THs Is one way to avoid the 
inclusion of any 
material which 


might bo objectionable to America. 
Technical experts froo tho United 
States will be on hand and probably 
the American ambassador to Great 
Britain, Charles G. Dawes. or the 
ambassador to Belgium. Hugh S. 
Gibson, both of whom are familiar 
with naval treaty negotiations, may 
sit in on tho conference. 


Don't Need U. S. Signature 


It is possible of course for the 


French and Italian agreement to 
have all the effectiveness of a treaty 
and yet not become an Integral part 
of 
the Japanese-British-American 


naval' treaty. Acquiescence by the 
United States could be expressed In 
an exchange of notes. And since the 
new treaty would have to be revised 
again In 1936. officials here do not 
see any likelihood of a question be- 
•ing raised which would affect Amer- 
. ica In that short space of lime. If the 


.,, treaty were of Indefinite 
duration, 


|g*s6me question might arise twenty 


years hence as to how the United 
States gave Its consent to the Fran- 
co^Italian agreement, but It Is prob- 
able that even under such clrcum- 
'stances the diplomatic world would 
accept an exchange of notes, partic- 
ularly since the United States does 
not Incur any new obligations but 
merely declares its satisfaction with 
a'h'ew limitation as between France 
arid Italy.

If the executive 
does not submit to the senate the 
proposed exchange of notes with re- 
ference to tho Franco-Italian treaty 
it will be because of a belief that the 
explanations formally made are In 
the nature of Interpretations which 


. are well within the province of the 
executive branch of tha American 
government. The Japanese cabinet 
is. taking the position that formal 
ratifications by tho Toklo parliament 
will_be unnecessary, though it Is not 
clear yet whether the Japanese are 
taking advantage of America's re- 
luctance to submit the naval contro- 
versy to the senate for further de- 
bate or whether the Japanese prefer 
also not to be tied up with Franco- 
Italian agreements.
